love for the Cuban, the black, the 
- Anglo, the Haitian. 


“IF WE ARE to have peace, 


justice, and security in our commu- 
nities, there must be a change of 
heart...a new spirit of brotherhood 
among us, a decisive rejection of the 
evil of which we may have been 
guilty,’’ he wrote. _ 

“‘Under the Lordship of Christ, 
every person—rich or poor, member 
of the majority or of the minority — is 
respectful of his neighbor (of whatever 
race), complies with the just laws of 
the community (and) does not resort 
to immoral means or to violence to 


archbishop stated.

‘San Diego, 
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Bishop Walsh celebrates 90th 


MARYKNOLL, N.Y. (NC)— 


Maryknoll Bishop James E. Walsh, 
who spent 12 years in prison in Com- 
munist China, passed his 90th birth- 
day April 30 without any special 
observance at his own request. 

“*The best thing people could do for 
me would be to do nothing at all,”’ 


Maryknoll Bishop James E. Walsh 


Bishop Walsh said to a friend before 
the date arrived. ‘‘Everyone has 
birthdays,’ he added. 


BISHOP WALSH was among the 
first group of Maryknoll missioners to 
go to China in 1918. He remained 
there until 1936 when he was elected 
superior general of the mission 
society. He returned to China in 1948 
to serve as head of the Catholic 
Central Bureau in Shanghai. 


He was arrested on Oct. 19, 1959, 
tried for espionage, and sentenced to 
20 years in prison. Soon after he was 
jailed, illness necessitated his transfer 
to the prison hospital. 


He was released in 1970. 


THE BISHOP leads a quiet life at 
the Maryknoll seminary in New 
York’s Westchester County. He takes 
his meals in the seminary cafeteria 
with the other residents, exercises by 
walking around the grounds, and 
maintains a strong interest in China 
and the Chinese. He shuns. all 
publicity. 


Saint keeps Naples on edge 


NAPLES, Italy (NC)—St. 
Januarius made Neapolitans wait a 
day, but the vial said to contain his 
blood was judged to have liquefied 
May 3, to the great relief of his 
followers. 


The phenomenon, which has defied 
all efforts at scientific explanation, is 
supposed to occur three times a year. 
If it doesn’t happen, the people of 
Naples take it as a sign of impending 
disaster. 


THE TRADITION of the lique- 
faction of the blood of St. Januarius, 
fourth-century bishop and martyr and 
patron saint of Naples, dates to 1305. 
The blood is supposed to liquefy on 
the Saturday before the first Sunday 
in May (May 2 this year), on Sept. 
19, and on Dec. 16. 

Cardinal Corrado Ursi of Naples 
began the vigil on May 2, leading the 
gathering of people, mainly elderly 
women, in prayer. 

Tradition says the blood is 
supposed to liquefy between 6 and 8 
p-m. on Saturday. But it didn’t. 


THE VIGIL continued the next 
day, the women praying, Cardinal 
Ursi holding up the vial, the city and 
Church officials assigned to verify the 
miracle looking on. 


At 11 a.m. one elderly woman got 


up, left the church, and shouted from 
outside: ‘‘St. Januarius, you traiter, 
you yellow face! Why aren’t you 
listening? One little favor I ask. It 
won’t cost you a thing.’’ 


FIVE MINUTES before noon, the 
traditional white handkerchief. was 
waved signaling that the blood had 
liquefied.

According to Father Harry Hiegel 
of St. Agnes Church in Los Angeles, 
arrests were expected and those who 
anticipated arrest had prepared for it 
in ‘‘non-violence training.’’ 


““Most of these people are moti- 
vated out of religious concern,’’ he 
added. ‘‘And most of them are here to 
call attention to Rockwell’s involve- 
ment in the design and production of 
nuclear weapons.’’ Father Hiegel was 
himself arrested in an anti-nuclear 
demonstration at the Marina and 
Naval Reserve Center in Encino, 
Calif., in January. 


A CATHOLIC Worker member 
who was arrested at the January 
demonstration said police ‘‘have been 
very gentle’’ with protesters. ‘‘We 
feel really good about it,’’ said Debbie 
Garvey. 


A Rockwell International spokes- 
man said the company is sorry about 
the protest. ‘‘We are proud of our role 
as a defense contractor. We intend to 
continue to serve the nation as best we 
can,’’ the company official said.

Tuition tax credits and justice 


Public schools and Catholic schools have been neighbors 
for many years, and to some extent, they have been 
competitors. Are they now going to be opponents? 


The question arises because of the strong opposition 
rising in the public school establishment toward tuition tax 
credits for parents of non-public school pupils, most of 
whom are in Catholic schools. The opposition has been 
heard from the National Educational Association, the 
American Federation of Teachers, and from citizens who 
have misconceptions about Catholic education. 


Even the strongest opponents of tuition tax credits 
acknowledge that parents who send their children to 
non-public schools bear a double burden, as they are 
required to pay tuition as well as continue to pay public 
school taxes. Yet, to give them partial relief, in the form 
of income tax credits, it is charged, would undermine 
public schools by causing many parents to enroll their 
children in Catholic or other private schools. 


Instead of looming as a threat to public schools, which 
enroll about 85 percent of the country’s school-age 
children, a tax break for parents of non-public school 
pupils would more likely have the effect of improving and 
strengthening public education. 


That’s because the existence of a parallel school system, 
energetic and innovative, serves as a spur to the efforts of 
public school administrators to keep standards high. Also, 
monopoly in education hardly seems to fit the American 
pattern. 

Such terms as ‘‘threat’? and ‘‘undermining’’ don’t 
belong in the discussion. We believe that if 
citizens —including Catholics—-generally had a clearer 
picture of Catholic concen. such terms wouldn’t Aas 
at all. 
“Catholic schools are good ‘schools, Two weeks ago, a 
icc as aa ge re study reported that Catholic 
secondary schools provide a better education than their 
public counterparts. 

Catholic schools promote values traditionally cherished 
in this country. Another study last week found that 
minority pupils fared better in Catholic schools than in 
public. 

Many parents undertake the double burden of school 
taxes and tuition payments in order to enroll their children 
in schools that meet their state’s educational requirements, 
arid at the same time advocate religious values. 


To remove, or at least to lighten the financial penalty 
they pay for exercising this constitutional freedom seems a 
matter of simple justice. 

Justice isn’t easily achieved, but it’s certainly worth 
working for. Many political leaders favor the 
application of justice in the form of tuition tax credits. 
President Reagan has given the proposal his personal 
endorsement. 


Public school advocates who oppose the proposal ought 
to reconsider the historic relationship of public and 
Catholic schools—not hostile opponents, but neighbors 
and mutually respectful partners in the American 
educational enterprise.

Expro- 
priation of wealth is not a morally 
valid means of achieving social 
justice, and it seems to result in little if 
any benefit to the poor. Rather, it 
foments social upheaval and economic 
chaos. 


It is not very gratifying to learn that 
members of the Church have been 
engaged in such activity, in Latin 
America. Failure to heed the warn- 
ings of our pope about such activities 
is largely responsible for the terrorism 
now rampant in El Salvador.

Our duty is to help these unfor- 
tunate people to achieve political 
stability.

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The Motherliness of God 


May is a great month for women! For one thing, 
Mother’s Day falls on the second Sunday, and that 
is not only a day for those who are mothers, but for 
all who have mothers, whether their mothers are 


living or dead. For another thing, it is dedicated to 


Mary, a woman whose cooperation with the will of 
God ‘led pee to the redemption of the human 


_ race. 


May is a great month for men, 2 as well. It offers 


them the opportunity to ponder the vital 


importance —the profound emphasis— God placed 
on motherhood in salvation history and, perhaps, to 
look upon the mothers in their lives with more 
reverence than is their habit. 


GOD REPEATS HIMSELF and His creative 
process in motherhood. He has designed it so that 
the, whole process of producing new life calls for a 
high degree of self-donation from mothers. If the 
new life is to be sound and healthy, there must be 
willing self-giving from conception through the 
formation months of pregnancy to the pain of birth. 

It is an echo of the way that God gives of Himself 
in loving generosity to bring us into existence and 
abundant life. The months and years of nurturing, 
guiding and caring’ to which a mother commits 
herself are the counterpart—however pale- and

flawed —of the infinite concern and guidance and 
nourishment to which God has committed Himself. 


The image of God as Father, rather Victorian, 
perhaps, something of a stern disciplinarian whose 
love is not always apparent to us, is fairly well 
entrenched in our minds, no doubt. We do not 
readily think of Him as motherly. And yet that is 
what some scriptural references imply. There is the 
eagle in Deuteronomy to which Yahweh is 
compared, ‘‘watching its nest, hovering over its 
young’’; and in Matthew, the concept of caring for 
the people as ‘‘a hen gathers her chicks under her 
wings:”’ 

BUT ABOVE ALL, WE HAVE the assurance 
that nothing exists in us, apart from evil, which is a 
mutation, that did not first have its being in God. So 
this month we not only celebrate the motherhood of 
Mary and all human motherhood but also the 
motherhood of God. And that makes it a great 
month for everyone! 

Perhaps, contemplating the fatherliness and the 
motherliness of God, we might come to a broader 
concept of the kind of service we are called to give 
and not restrict ourselves to limited roles. If we are 
called to mirror God in our lives— and we are — we 
should aim for as full a reflection as. possible, and

Q: In the Bible, what is the dif- 
ference between a seer and a 
prophet? r 

A: While the functions. of a seer 
and a prophet could overlap some- 
times, two biblical functions need to 
be distinguished: prediction and 
prophecy. 

Prediction refers to foretelling the 
future. More specifically there was 


divination: ‘‘the ability to predict the _ 


future either by interpreting signs and 
omens or by means of received 
oracles.’’ The diviner always worked 
through a medium such as the entrails 
of an animal. 

On the other hand there was the seer 
who had ‘“‘the ability to comprehend 
what was not usually accessible to 
others.’’ The important idea is that 
the message of the diviner or the seer 
pointed to the future: prediction looks 
ahead. 


Such is not the situation with 


prophecy which is concerned primarily 
with the present. Briefly, ‘‘the 
prophet is the spokesman of God, pro- 
claiming the action and message of 
God.’’ A prophet was compelled by 
an urgency to proclaim a message 
directed toward the present: ‘‘the 
future became the focus of attention 
only when it was seen as the point of 
fulfillment. nf

- Shepherds of the flock 


May 10, 1981, Fourth Sunday of Easter. Acts 
2:14, 36-41; I Peter 2:20-25; John 10:1-10. 

We are halfway through the 50-day cycle which 
stretches from Easter to Pentecost. During the 
Easter Vigil Mass the newly baptized were initiated 
into the Paschal mystery of Jesus’ death and 
resurrection, and in our readings today we retain the 
sense of Jesus as the Lamb who was slain, but also 
pick up on a new dimension of His saving activity, 
that of the Shepherd. 

In our first reading from Acts, Peter concludes his 
Pentecost sermon with a call to repentance and 
conversion. And 3,000 people accept his call to reject 
sin and be baptized i in Jesus’ name. 


BAPTISM IN THE. NAME of Jesus is not a 
baptismal formula, but,an attitude that we adopt in 
living out our own baptism. Having heard the call to 
metanoia, to repentance and conversion, we in turn 


‘ call upon the Holy Spirit to strengthen us in our 


never-ending war against sin. 
Sin is part and parcel of our fallen humanity. Not 


‘ only do the baptismal waters wash away the stain of 


sin, the sin which comes to us from Adam and the 
sins which we ourselves are responsible for, but they _ 
are also a pledge of God’s forgiveness, because they 


unite us to Jesus’ sacrificial death, a death which 
restores the ruptured relationship between Man and 
God. 


First Peter is seen by many as an ancient 
baptismal homily, perhaps. even a Christian 
rewording of Isaiah’s fourth Song of the Suffering 
Servant: Jesus who did no wrong not only suffered for 
us, but left.us an example to follow and a beacon of 
hope when we have to endure sufferings of our own. 
We are reminded of the redemptive aspects of 
human suffering, of suffering for the sake of 
righteousness which is not only pleasing to God, but 
which is part of the Christian vocation if we would 
imitate Christ and shoulder our own crosses. 


PETER SPEAKS TO THOSE in bondage. 
Slavery was common to the Greco-Roman world of 
Jesus’ time. Instead of preaching liberation, Peter 


preaches suffering with Christ, becduse only in Jesus _ 


is true freedom found, not the illusory freedom of the 
world. We are all slaves to something: very few are 


in chains or behind bars, but we all succumb to the 


temptations and rich things the world has to offer. 


There is a link here with our Gospel reading. 
Because true freedom is found only in and through 


Jesus, He is. the way, our protection, the one who 
oversees (episkpos) the freedom He has won for us. 
Jesus is Shepherd of the flock He has purchased with 
His own blood. 


St. John portrays Jesus as the True Shepherd. He 
knows His flock and the flock knows Him. The 


symbolism of sheep and shepherd was an important ~ 


one in’ the Near East; flocks meant not’ only 
prosperity, but often survival, and the relationship 
between the flock and the shepherd bordered.on the 
personal. 


THERE ARE REFERENCES here to Ezekiel 


_ 34: Jesus rebukes the false shepherds, the Jewish 


leaders who have rejected Him and His messianic 
mission. They have led His flock astray, and Jesus 
has come to reclaim them, even at the cost of His 
own life. : 


Jesus will leave other shepherds in His place, and 
it is no accident that the bishops who succeed the: 
apostles carry the shepherd’s crook as a sign of their 
office, as a sign of their fatherly care of the flock 
entrusted to them. Three times (John 21) Jesus 
charges Peter, the chief shepherd, to feed and care 
for His lambs.

The hunger strike ‘‘to the death’’ 
by Bobby Sands, an inmate at the 
Maze prison near Belfast, Northern 
Ireland, has raised the question of the 
morality of hunger striking. 


In a statement made after Sands 


had been fasting for more than 50 - 


days Cardinal George Basil Hume of 
Westminster, England, said fasting to 
death is the moral equivalent of sui- 
cide and is unacceptable to Catholics. 


‘“‘THAT’S A TERRIBLE state- 
ment to make,’’ said Redemptorist 
Father Sean McManus outside the 
British embassy in Washington. 
Father McManus, who began a 
water-only fast on April 24 in solidar- 
ity with the hunger- striking prisoners 
in Northern Ireland, is the national 
director of the Irish Naitonal Caucus, 
a Washington-based organization 
seeking the unification of Ireland. 
Now a’ U.S. citizen, Father 
McManus is a native of County Fer- 
managh in Northern Ireland. 


Father McManus said the morality 
of hunger strikes has been debated in 
the Church for centuries. He defined 
suicide as deliberately taking one’s 
own life out of despair. 


‘‘Sands does not want to die,’’ he 
~~_ said. ‘‘He would come off the hunger 
strike if he were given a pair of pants 
and a shirt.’’ The priest was referring 
to the demand by the prisoners that 
they be allowed to wear civilian 
clothes brought to them by their rela- 
tives or friends. 


ABOUT 500 prisoners have been 


protesting for several years the deci- 
sion made by Britain in 1976 to do 
away with political status for prison- 
ers in Northern Ireland. Many of the 
. prisoners are members of the Provi- 
sional Irish Republican Army (IRA), 
an outlawed guerrilla organization 
fighting to end British .rule in 
Northern Ireland. The hunger strike 
by Sands and three other prisoners 
‘continued the protest. 


The British government’s position 
is that those convicted of crimes

related to political disagreements in 
Northern Ireland are common crim- 
inals and that giving them special 
treatment would confer a sort of legi- 
timacy on the IRA. | 


The convicts contend that’ they 


were politically motivated to do the . 


acts for which they have been 
imprisoned. They also say they were 
convicted in special juryless courts 
operating under procedures not used 
in ordinary courts in Britain. 


THE 27-YEAR-OLD Sands, who 


began his fast on March 1 and who, 


died May 5, was elected to 
the British Parliament on April 10 by 


voters in the predominantly Catholic , 


district of Fermanagh and South 


Tyrone. He had served four years of a_ 


14-year sentence for possession of 
firearms. 


In an article on hunger strikes.in 
the New Catholic Encyclopedia, 
Dominican Father Cornelius T. 
Kane, associate professor of theology 
at the Catholic University of 
America, noted that the aim of the 
hunger strike is usually to protest 
one’s own situation or the social and 
moral conditions of others and to 
bring attention to grievances. 

He also pointed out that the hunger 
striker may intend to fast to death, to 
fast for a set period of time, or to 
decide on continuing as events 
develop. 


“THE COMPLETE hunger 
strike undertaken with the idea that it 
will terminate in death from starva- 


tion is a direct act of suicide,’’ Father 


Kane wrote. ‘‘Whatever be the ulter- 
ior motives for the complete fast, it in- 
volves the intentional taking of one’s 
own. life. It cannot reasonably be 
argued that the striker in this case 
intends not. his own death, but the 
promotion of his cause, because he 
does in fact directly will to bring about 
his own death, though he intends this 
as a means rather than as an end.’’ 


Father Kané said that the hunger 
strike for an indeterminate time short 
of what would certainly cause death 
could be justified.

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International year of St. Francis to begin 


ST. LOUIS (NC) — Franciscans around the 
world will begin an International Year of St. Francis 
Oct. 4 to commemorate the eighth centenary of their 
founder’s birth. ; 

U.S. Franciscans announced the commemoration 
in a letter to the bishops sent April 16, the date 
when, in 1209, Pope Innocent III gave verbal 
approval of the’ Franciscan order to St. Francis and 
his first 12 companions. 

The theme of the centenary year is “Let us love 
and serve the Lord.”’ 

The various inter-Franciscan anniversary com- 
mittees have adopted the following three areas as the 
focuses of national and regional efforts: — 


¢ Celebrating the dignity of human life by 


emphasizing respect for life at all stages of life; 
developing attitudes to people which avoid any form 
of discrimination; exploring the arts, sciences, 
culture, and scholarship for uplifting the human 
spirit. . 

¢ Leading people to rejoice in the gifts of 
creation through just distribution and use of the 
goods of creation among peoples and nations; 
conservation and ecology; concern about affluence, 
consumerism, and al aes economic systems; 
and 

e Proclaiming the Gomel by reaching the 
unchurched; expanding ecumenical visions; being 
instruments of peace and_ reconciliation and 
broadening the use of communication media for 
evangelization. 


Regional seminary closer 


MILWAUKEE (NC)—Representatives of six 
dioceses and three religious orders meeting recently 
in Milwaukee took a step closer to the realization of 
a regional college seminary that is believed to be the 
first of its kind in the nation. 


Meeting at St. Francis .de Sales Seminary, the 
project’s board of trustees, composed of representa- 
tives appointed by the bishops of the dioceses and 
the provincial superiors of the religious orders, voted 
to usé de Sales as the site of the new seminary Weed 
a more appropriate site is agreed on. 


THE CONCEPT OF a cooperative, 


from an effort begun by Archbishop Rembert 
Weakland of Milwaukee two years ago to determine 
the best way to provide for the intellectual, 
psychological, spiritual, and social formation of 
college-level priesthood candidates for the 
Milwaukee archdiocese. 


An ad hoc committee appointed by Archbishop | 


Weakland recommended establishing a cooperative, 


’ residential, self-contained regional seminary, rather 


than one limited to seminarians of the archdiocese. 


Representatives of 13 dioceses, four religious 
orders and 11 seminaries attended the first explor- 
atory meeting last September. 


At present, seven dioceses— Milwaukee, 
Madison, Green Bay, La Crosse, all in Wisconsin, 
and Rockford, Joliet, and Belleville in Illinois — and 
two religious orders, the Redemptorists and the 
Xaverian Missionary Fathers — have made commit 
ments to the regional seminary. 

AT THE RECENT MEETING, Father Daniel 
Pakenham, rector of St. Francis de Sales Seminary 
and former executive director of the U.S. bishops’ 
Committee on Priestly Formation and Vocations, 
said there are no longer enough students in most 
diocesan college seminaries to justify the existence of 
such seminaries. ‘‘The present system is extremely 
wasteful of faculty, dollars, and of facilities,’’ he 
said. 

At present, about 3,000 students are enrolled in 
50 college seminaries in the United States. Father 
Pakenham. noted that dividing the number of 
students by the number of seminaries indicated that 
the average number of seminarians enrolled in each 
institution is only 60. The current residential 
enrollment at St: Francis de Sales is 45. 


The resulting cost of. operation—ranging from 
$6,000 to $20,000 per student. -in_ various 
seminaries — has forced some dioceses and religious 
orders to close their seminaries and have their 
seminarians enroll in other programs. 


Father J. Thomas Finucan, former president of 
Viterbo College in La Crosse, is coordinator of the 
‘regional seminary project.

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Bishop tells Senate: no death penalty 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A bishop who as a 
prison chaplain accompanied six men to the electric 
chair urged the Senate to oppose a federal death 
penalty: 

Bishop Ernest L. Unterkoefler. of Charleston, 
S.C., told the Senate Judiciary Committee last week 
that he is convinced one of the six men had not 
committed the crime for which he was executed and 
that certain circumstances were not brought out at 
his trial. 


‘‘AND THAT’S ONE of the reasons I have a 7 


continuous interest in this question because of that 
mistake which bears heavily on my past éxperience 
as a chaplain,’’ said Bishop Unterkoefler. 

‘Judicial error which leads to the execution of an 
innocent person can never be rectified,’’ he also 

“remarked. 

Bishop Unterkoefler testified on a proposal to 
establish new criteria for the imposition of the death 
penalty at the federal level. 


WHILE CURRENT federal law calls for the” 


death penalty in certain cases of treason, murder, 
espionage, and other major federal felonies, no one 
has been.executed at the federal level in recent years 
because of Supreme Court decisions that capital 
punishment can take place only under carefully pre- 
scribed conditions. 


The bill, introduced by Sens. Dennis DeConcini 
(D-Ariz.) and Strom Thurmond (R-S.C.), attempts 
to establish such conditions, such as requirements 
for separate sentencing hearings and the existence of 
specific ‘‘aggravating factors’’ pointing toward the 

need for a sentence of death. 


The measure would not affect state capital punish- 
ment laws. 


BISHOP Unterkoefler, who witnessed the 
six executions while a priest of the Diocese of 
Richmond, Va., noted that the U.S. bishops have 
opposed capital punishment since 1974. His 
testimony, which he summarized orally for, the 
committee, focused primarily on the statement on 
capital punishment approved by the U.S. bishops at 
their general meeting last November. 


In that statement, the bishops noted that the 
primary reasons given for reinstatement of capital 


punishment are reform, deterrence, and retribution. , 


But the bishops also said that the death penalty 
leaves no room for reform, that there is no con- 
clusive evidence that the death penalty deters crime, 
and that taking life is not a valid retributive act. 

Bishop Unterkoefler also noted that the bishops’ 
statement cited six ‘‘inherent: difficulties’? with 
capital punishment, including the possibility of 
mistake, delays in carrying out the sentence, its 
_unfair and discriminatory application, and the 
anguish experienced: by families and friends as well 
as the one convicted. 

HE SAID THAT ‘‘racist attitudes and the social 
consequences of racism have some influence in

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determining who is sentenced to die in our society.”’ 

And he remarked that the bishops’ opposition to 
capital punishment was part of their continued con- 
cern for the sanctity of human life. 


Bishop Unterkoefler also used the occasion to call 
for effective gun control laws. ‘“The easy availability 
of guns and other instruments of violence will only 
insure a continuation of the growth of violent © 
crime,’’ he said.

SAN DIEGO—‘“‘La Iglesia tiene una funcién 
privilegiada qué desempefiar en la liberacidn de los ' 
pobres hispano-hablantes,’’ dijo el Padre Virgilio 
Elizondo ante un. congreso dg. personas que

El Padre Elizondo, citando del exhorto del Papa 
Pablo VI sobre evangelizacién, Evangelii Nuntiandt,

El Padre Elizondo es director del Centro Cultural 
Mexico-Americano-en San Antonio, Texas, y habl6 
sobre el desafio del ministerio en. una sociedad 
multicultural. Citando a otro papa, Juan Pablo II, el 
Padre Elizondo dijo que el objetivo principal de la 
evangelizaci6n es penetrar todo el orden creado con 
el Evangelio, una teologia de liberacién que se dirige 
al espiritu, del cual todo lo demas fluye.

women’s liberation movement as 
exerting a negative influence upon 
vocations and the Religious life in 
general, because “‘it makes young 
women think they are giving up an 
awful lot to become a Sister.’’ 

The new emphasis on the laity 
which stems from the Second Vatican 
Council is also a factor in the dwindl- 
ing number of vocations to the Reli- 
gious life, said Sister Kathleen. The 
apostolate of.the laity calls people to 
be of service to and in the Church, she 
said, but many more options have 
opened up than simply the Religious 
life. 


‘SAND WE ARE SEEING a new 
way of looking at marriage, too,”’ she 
said. ‘‘We now talk of marriage in 
terms of vocation. So young women 
can think in terms of vocation other 
than becoming a Sister.”’ 


Sister Kathleen thinks that this is 
now ‘‘a time of opportunity’’ for the 
American -Church, because of the 


‘‘tremendous dedication of the laity.”’ 


The three evangelical coun- 
sels —the vows of poverty, chastity, 
and. obedience — which characterize 
the Religious life are essential to 
living it, said Sister Kathleen, but are 
not the values many younger people 
today can either understand or appre- 
ciate. 


Religious of Jesus and Mary Sister 
Rita Ricker is vocations directress for 
the American province of the order, 
and is also the directress of a volun- 
teer program for women of college age 
to experience at least a part of the 
Religious life without either making a

commitment or even calling the 
program itself a sample of the Sister- 
hood.

‘“‘WHILE A FEW GIRLS do in 
fact enter the Religious life after a 
Quest summer,’’ said Sister Rita, who 
once taught at Santa Sophia Academy 
here, ‘‘what is really interesting to me 
is to see the kinds of careers they 
choose afterward. It’s encouraging to 
me to see that. whatever they do, 
because of their experience of helping 
others, many of them follow up in this 
in their careers.”’

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-in a longer period of time living a 


community life of prayer and service, 
perhaps . for as much as a year, but 
again without making a commitment 
to the Religious life. 


‘IN THE FUTURE there are 
going to be fewer women in the Reli- 
gious life, but I don’t think that’s 
necessarily going to be a bad thing,”’ 
she said. ‘‘With the laity taking 
leadership roles, the Religious can be 
sources of strength and support, 
especially in termis of faith.”’ 


The Religious life is also a sign that 
‘‘there is something more to life than 


the way we are living it right now,”’ 
said Sister Rita. ‘‘It reminds people 
not to be complacent.’’ 


AND THIS FITS IN with the 
values of the vows themselves, said 
Sister Rita. ‘‘The vows are a calling 
to be something more than we already 
are. They are a means to be free to 


deepening relationships with others 
and with the Lord.”’ 


Sister Rita. agrees with Sister 
Kathleen that the vows of poverty, 
chastity, and obedience are at least 
slightly suspect in today’s world.
